EDITORIAL COMMENT 


WASHOE COUNTY ROADS 


WING to the broad publicity jivhich Ncva- 


da's remarkable mining' resources are now 


receiving, an unusual amount of travel is directed 


from various parts of the country to our mineral 


districts, and Reno, the logical hub from which 
most of this travel radiates, becomes from time to 


time the host of strangers who have leisure and a 
curiosity to determine by personal observation 
the truth of Washoe county's claims in the wav 
of being opulent both as to agricultural and min- 
eral advantages. 
It is therefore quite natural 


that those of our guests whose inquisitiveness 
runs in these channels should travel more or less 
the highways v.-Iiich Washoe's county commis- 
sioners are elected to maintain in good condition. 


The manner in which many of the roads trav- 


ersing this county are kept in neglect, is a de- 
plorable reflection against any good name or rep- 
utation for thrift and enterprise that this con> 
munity, even from the point of pride, should en- 
deavor to print upon the minds of those who 
come to visit us. Also, the chagrin and dissatis- 
faction among those who contribute money in 
the way of taxe.; for the purpose of being afford- 
ed safe and smooth highways, is not to !>e over- 
looked. 


Adjacent to K'cno are nmneruus beautiful and 


rumatic spots, both in rugged mountains and 
peaceful rural places, which our citizens and vis- 
itors might use as delightful retreats for holiday 
outings if they could be reached by roads that did 
not menace the comfort of pleasure seekers, and 
threaten in many places to precipitate absolute 
catastrophes. 


There are plenty of ways by which' our county 


fathers may rehabilitate the .thoroughfares that 
are rapidly making Washoe county infamous, 
and the pecuniary outlay should not necessarily 
be excessive. We believe that in our case good 
roads might be obtained more from mental and 
physical application that through the inordinate 
expenditure of money. 
Material in the way of 


gravel and boulders is as free and plentiful in this 
region as the mountain air. 
In fact, these geo- 


logical specimens arc simply waiting for an op- 
portunity to be used in making substantial and 
sight!)' drive-ways throughout the domain of 
Washoe. 


It is well known that in certain localities of 


Washoe county, citizens who own and occupy 
land abutting upon pviblic thoroughfares 
seem 


possessed of the persistent notion that wagon 
roads look well as irrigation ditches, and allow 
rural avenues set apart for the use of wheeled 
vehicles to become flooded with water, jjossibly 
reasoning it to be an easy matter for drivers tc 
ship masts and rudders upon their rolling con- 
veyances, and thus conveniently convert them in- 
to temporary sailing craft. 


;The practice of undermining and^ destroying 


county roads in this way should be discouraged 
by the-county commissioners, by making the of- 
fenders understand that a continuance of it will 
entail severe punishment. 


Reno and Washoe county arc now within the 


focus of the public spot light more than ever be- 
fore. 
Tt' is time for our somnambulistic count} 


officials to acquire a little of that insomnia which 
is superinduced by close application to public af- 
fairs that badly need attention, and which these 
officers arc paid to govern.

DEATH FROM THIRST 


rx LATH from ihrisi. or starvation is, says the 


L'tali State Journal, less common today 


than it was prior to the building of railroads 


through remote mining regions, wlicre the foot- 


print of the pioneer prospector often staked his 


claim to the eternal six feet of earth'. 
And yet 
i, 


if it were not for the bleached bones of the un- 
fortunate prospectors, there would be no beacon 
in the desert to kad on civilization. 
^ 


In recent years great progress has been made 


in the development of the vast mineral .resources 
of the desert particularly in California''and Neva- 
da. 
New mining camps, well popt'rkited have 


sprung up <>n the cornerstone of forgotten pio- 
neers, and wherj once the sun-baked'land magnir 
fiexl desolation (here are now mines and mills ad- 
ding to the mineral wealth of the countrv. 


It may be surprising to learn- that half of the 


people dying from desert thirst perish in thirty 
hours, a quarter within forty-eight of fifty hours 
and all others of which the history is known with- 
in eighty hours. Many a rescuing party in search 
of a friend for days and weeks has arrived an 
hour too late to render needed assistance. 
The 


poor victim when found may have buried his face 
into the hot sand, like an infant seeking susten- 
ance, or his charred countenance mav be turned 


to the sky as if beseeching Providence to Hood 
the earth. 


According to a prominent physician, the phe- 


nuinen of desert thirst may be arranged in three 
stages., namely, aiormal thirst, functional de- 
rangement and structural degeneration. 
These 


three stages are made up of five phases—the 
clamorous, cotton-month phase, 
the shrivelled 


tongue, the blood sweat and the living death. 
There is hope ir, saving the lives of the victims 
whose thirst is diagnosed in the first three phases 
but for the fourth and fifth death alone can alle- 
viate suli'cring. 


•The clamorous phase of desert thirst may be 


relieved by water, or in some instances fruit acids 
or similar substances. 
The second, or cotton- 


mouth: phase, should be treated by giving (b, 
victim quarts of water taken in small sips and 
flooding his body. 
Practically the same treat- 


ment may be applied to the third, or shrivelled 
tongue phase, 'with the addition of a medicine to 
counteract the fever and a tonic for the heart. 
Water would prove a damage in the fourth, or 
blood sweat phase, and even if it would be possi- 
ble to satisfy the thirst of the victim, his mental 
condition would never be clear. There is, how- 
even, some consolation in knowing- that death 
from thirst is often painless.
